Japanese  beetle),  all  restrictions  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  above-named

MEXICAN  FRUITFLY  REGULATIONS  REVISED— STERILIZATION  OF  GRAPEFRUIT 

REQUIRED 

INTRODUCTORY  NOTE 

Because  of  increasing  numbers  of  infestations  of  Mexican  fruitflies  now  occur- 
ring in  the  regulated  area  in  the  Rio  Grande  Valley  it  has  become  necessary  to 
require  the  sterilization  of  grapefruit  moved  interstate  from  the  Texas  counties 
of  Brooks,  Cameron,  Hidalgo,  Willacy,  and  that  part  of  Jim  Wells  County  under 
regulation.  The  harvesting  season  for  oranges  and  grapefruit  in  these  counties 
was  extended  to  May  31  for  this  year  under  administrative  instructions  of  the 
Bureau,  which  became  effective  March  1,  1943  (Circular  B.  E.  P.  Q.  526).  The 
authorized  methods  of  sterilization  are  set  forth  in  Circular  B.  E.  P.  Q.  472, 
revised  effective  September  25,  1941. 

§  301.64-4b  Administrative  instructions  relative  to  the  Mexican  fruitfly  quar- 
antine.— Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  upon  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  by  paragraph  (e)  of  §  301.64-4,  Chapter 
III,  Title  7,  Code  of  Federal  Regulations  [Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  64],  it  is 
hereby  required  that  effective  May  6, 1948,  and  continuing  throughout  the  harvest- 
ing season  to  the  close  of  May  31  1943,  all  grapefruit  shall  be  sterilized  as  a 
condition  of  certification  for  interstate  movement  from  the  Texas  counties  of 
Brooks,  Cameron,  Hidalgo,  Willacy,  and  that  part  of  Jim  Wells  County  under 
regulation.

ANNOUNCEMENT  RELATING  TO  PINK  BOLLWORM 
QUARANTINE  (NO.- 52) 

McDonald  to  aid  Mexico  in  controlling  pink  bollworm 

(Press  notice) 

To  aid  Mexico  in  combating  the  pink  bollworm,  R.  E.  McDonald,  who  since 
1929  has  been  in  charge  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture's  field  work  for  con- 
trol of  this  pest,  has  been  transferred  to  Mexico  with  headquarters  at  Torreon, 
tlie  Department  said  today.  McDonald  has  made  many  contributions  to  the 
methods  of  combating  the  pink  bollworm  and  detecting  its  presence.  He  is 
thoroughly  familiar  with  the  control  work  conducted  in  Mexico  as  well  as  in 
the  United  States. 

In  commenting  on  the  assignment,  Dr.  Annand,  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  En- 
tomology and  Plant  Quarantine,  said  that  the  Mexican  Government  has  desired 
technical  assistance  and  advice  in  its  effort  to  strengthen  and  expand  the  work 
to  combat  this  most  important  pest  of  cotton.  "More  effective  control  of  the 
pink  bollworm,"  he  added,  "will  be  beneficial  to  Mexico  by  increasing  yields  and 
should  aid  in  protecting  the  cotton  produced  in  the  United  States.  It  has  been 
established  that  the  pink  bollworm  moth  may  travel  long  distances  under  its  own 
power,  especially  when  aided  by  wind.  Controlling  the  insect  at  the  source 
of  heavy  infestation  reduces  the  opportunity  for  natural  spread,    Mr,  McDonald 
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asked  for  this  assignment  because  of  his  interest  in  it  and  because  of  its  im- 
portance to  the  United  States  and  Mexico." 

Officials  of  the  two  countries  have  been  working  closely  for  a  number  of 
years  in  combating  the  pink  bollworm  in  the  infested  areas  along  the  Inter- 
national Boundary  Line.  The  present  opportunity  to  strengthen  the  coopera- 
tive effort  is  opportune,  Annand  explained,  because  of  the  recent  increase  of  the 
pink  bollworm  in  the  lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  of  Texas  and  Mexico. 

The  Department  announced  also  that  L.  F.  Curl  will  succeed  McDonald  as 
leader  of  the  Division  of  Pink  Bollworm  Control.  Curl  has  been  assistant  di- 
vision leader,  with  many  years  of  experience  in  combating  the  pest.

AMENDMENT  NO.  4  TO  THE  REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  THE  IMPORTATION  OF 
POTATOES  INTO  THE  UNITED  STATES 

INTRODUCTORY  NOTE 

This  revision  of  regulation  7  is  intended  to  bring  the  importation  of  potatoes 
from  Mexico  into  accord  with  the  most  recent  information  on  the  pest  conditions 
in  that  country.  Field  examinations  provided  for  by  regulation  2  indicate  that 
the  potato  weevil,  Epicaerus  cognatus  Sharp,  now  occurs  in  the  State  of  Cbihua- 
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liua  but  is  not  present  in  the  State  of  Guanajuato.  An  effective  metliocl  of  treat- 
ment for  shipments  of  potatoes  infested  by  this  injurious  insect  is  not  yet 
available,  and  since  inspection  at  ports  of  entry  cannot  be  complete  enough  to 
assure  freedom  from  tlie  pest,  it  is  necessary  to  discontinue  potato  importations 
from  the  State  of  Chihuahua.  On  tlie  other  iiand,  evidence  as  to  the  ai  parent 
absence  of  this  weevil  in  the  State  of  Guanajuato  makes  it  possible  to  accept 
potatoes  from  that  State  under  the  regulatory  requirements  already  in  effect 
and  through  specified  ports  on  the  Mexican  border. 


Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  by  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  August 
20,  1912,  as  amended  (87  Stat,  oil*  ;  7  U.  S.  C.  159 j,  §  321.8  of  the  subpart  enacied 
"Foreign  Potatoes"  of  Part  321,  Chapter  III,  title  7,  Code  of  Federal  Regulations 
(regulation  7  of  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  importation  of  potatoes 
into  "the  United  States,  effective  March  1,  1922,  as  amended  October  31,  1936),  is 
hereby  amended  further,  effective  June  15,  1943,  to  read  as  follows  : 

§  321.8.  Special  provisions  for  the  importation  of  potatoes  from  the  Dominion  of 
Canada  and  BerwAida,  the  States  of  Sonora  and  Guanajuato,  and  the  northern 
territory  of  Baja  California,  Mexico,  into  the  United  States. — Potatoes  may  be 
imported  from  the  Dominion  of  Canada  and  Bermuda  into  the  United  States  or 
any  of  its  Territories  or  Districts,  free  of  any  restrictions  whatsoever,  until 
otherwise  ordered,  under  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  August  20.  1912. 

Potatoes  may  be  imported  from  the  States  of  Sonora  and  Guanajuato  and  the 
Northern  Territory  of  Baja  California,  Mexico,  into  the  United  States  subject 
only  to  the  following  conditions  and  restrictions  : 

(a)  All  importations  will  be  made  under  permit  as  required  by  §  321.4  [Regu- 
lation 3]. 

(b)  Importations  from  the  State  of  Sonora,  Mexico,  will  be  permitted  to  enter 
through  the  ports  of  El  Paso,  Tex.,  and  Douglas,  Naco,  and  Nogales,  Ariz.,  and 
such  other  ports  as  may  be  designated  in  the  permit ;  importations  from  the  State 
of  Guanajuato  will  likewise  be  permitted  to  enter  through  these  ports,  and  in 
addition  through  the  ports  of  Brownsville,  Laredo,  and  Eagle  Pass,  Tex. 

(c)  Importations  from  the  Northern  Territory  of  Baja  California,  Mexico, 
will  be  permitted  to  enter  through  the  ports  of  Calexico  and  San  Ysidro,  Calif., 
and  such  other  ports  as  may  be  designated  in  the  permit. 

(d)  The  requirements  contained  in  §  321.7  [Regulation  6]  in  regard  to  the 
sending  of  notice  of  arrival  of  shipment  shall  be  complied  with  by  the  permittee. 

(e)  No  shipment  of  potatoes  from  the  States  of  Sonora  and  Guanajuato  and 
the  Northern  Territory  of  Baja  California,  Mexico,  will  be  permitted  to  enter 
until  it  has  been  examined  by  an  inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture,  and  found,  or  believed  to  be.  free  from  dangerous  potato  diseases 
and  insect  pests.

Under  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  by  Plant  Quarantine  Inspectors,  Customs 
Ofticers,  and  Postmasters — T,  D.  48181  Superseded  (T.  D.  50891) 

Treasury  Department,  Department  of  Agriculture, 

and  Post  Office  Department, 
Washington,  D.  C,  June  30,  1943. 
To  Collectors  of  Customs  and  Others  Concerned: 

§  351.1  Joint  treatment  generally. — Under  various  orders,  quarantines,  and 
regulations  promulgated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  under  authority  of 
the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  August  20,  1912  (37  Stat.  815,  7  U.  S.  C.  154),  as 
amended,  the  entry  into  the  United  States  of  certain  plants  and  plant  products 
is  prohibited  or  restricted.  (See  Part  II  of  the  United  States  OflEicial  Postal  Guide, 
July  1941,  section  57,  page  36,  and  also  articles  394  and  578  to  584,  inclusive,  of 
the  Customs  Regulations  of  1937,  as  amended.)  As  an  aid  in  enforcing  these  or 
subsequent  orders,  quarantines,  and  regulations,  provisions  have  been  made  by 
the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  concurrently  with  the  Postal  and  Customs  Services,  to 
insure  closer  inspection  of  such  importations.^

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§  351.3  Procedure  on  arrival. — All  parcel  post  or  other  mail  packages  from  for- 
eign countries  which,  either  from  examination  or  external  evidence,  are  found  to 
contain  plants  or  plant  products  shall  be  dispatched  for  submission,  or  actually 
submitted,  to  the  plant-quarantine  inspector  (article  583  (e),  Customs  Regulations 
of  1937)  at  the  most  accessible  place.  The  inspector  shall  pass  upon  the  contents 
under  the  plant  quarantine  act  and  with  the  cooperation  of  the  customs  and 
postal  officers  either  (1)  release  the  package  from  further  plant-quarantine 
examination  and  indorse  his  decision  thereon;  or  (2)  divert  it  to  Washington, 
D.  C,  Hoboken,  N.  J.,  San  Francisco,  Calif.,  or  Seattle,  Wash.,  for  disposition. 
If  so  diverted,  the  plant-quarantine  inspector  shall  attach  to  the  package  the 
yellow-and-green  special  mailing  tag  addressed  to  the  proper  quarantine  station. 
If  the  package  is  diverted,  it  shall  be  accompanied  by  customs  card  Form  3511 
and  transmitted  in  accordance  with  the  appropriate  provisions  of  article  372  (a) 
(JK  12a)  of  the  Customs  Regulations  of  1937  (19  CFR  7.9  (a) ).  Envelopes  con- 
taining customs  card  Form  3511  addressed  to  the  collector  of  customs.  New  York, 
N.  Y.,  shall  contain  a  notation  that  the  material  is  to  be  referred  to  the  Bureau  of 
Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine,  Hoboken,  N.  J. 

§  351.4  Records. — The  customs  officers  at  Washington,  D.  C,  San  Francisco, 
Calif.,  Seattle,  Wash.,  and  New  York,  N.  Y.,  shall  keep  a  record  of  such  packages 
as  may  be  delivered  to  representatives  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  and 
upon  the  return  thereof  shall  prepare  a  mail  entry  to  accompany  the  dutiable 
package  and  deliver  it  to  the  postmaster  for  delivery  or  onward  dispatch  or  in 
appropriate  cases  subject  the  shipment  to  formal  customs  entry  procedure. 

§  351.5  Return  or  destruction. — Where  the  plant-quarantine  inspector  requires 
the  entire  shipment  to  be  returned  to  the  country  of  origin  as  a  prohibited  im- 
portation (in  which  event  he  shall  indorse  his  action  thereon)  and  delivers  the 
shipment  to  the  collector  of  customs,  the  collector  shall  in  turn  deliver  it  to  the 
postmaster  for  dispatch  to  the  country  of  origin.  If,  upon  examination,  the  plant 
material  is  deemed  dangerous  to  plant  life,  the  collector  of  customs  shall  permit 
the  plant-quarantine  inspector  to  destroy  immediately  both  the  container  and  its 
contents.  In  either  case  the  plant-quarantine  inspector  shall  notify  the  addressee 
of  the  action  taken  and  the  reason  therefor.  If  the  objectionable  plant  material 
forms  only  a  portion  of  the  contents  of  the  mail  package  and  in  the  judgment  of 
the  inspector  the  package  can  safely  be  delivered  to  the  addressee,  after  removing 
and  destroying  the  objectionable  material,  such  procedure  is  authorized.  In  the 
latter  case  the  inspector  shall  place  in  the  package  a  memorandum  (B.  E.  P.  Q. 
Form  387)  informing  the  addressee  of  the  action  taken  by  the  inspector  and 
describing  the  matter  which  has  been  seized  and  destroyed  and  the  reasons  there- 
for. (See  article  583  (d) .  Customs  Regulations  of  1937. )  Mail  packages  received 
at  San  Juan,  P.  R.,  and  Honolulu,  T.  H.,  shall  be  accorded  treatment  as  herein 
prescribed  at  those  two  ports  and  not  diverted  to  Washington,  D.  C,  Hoboken, 
N.  J.,  San  Francisco,  Calif.,  or  Seattle,  Wash. 

§  351.6  Packages  in  closed  mail  dispatches. — The  foregoing  instructions  shall  be 
followed  in  the  treatment  of  packages  containing  plants  or  plant  products  received 
in  closed  mail  dispatches  made  up  for  transmission  directly  to  a  post  office  located 
at  a  customs  port  at  which  no  plant-quarantine  inspector  is  stationed.  Such 
packages  (accompanied  by  customs  card  Form  3511)  shall  be  forwarded  by  the 
collector  of  customs  through  the  postmaster  to  the  most  accessible  post  office 
listed  in  §  351.2  of  these  regulations  for  appropriate  treatment  in  the  manner 
hereinbefore  provided  for.  This  procedure  shall  also  be  followed  in  respect  of 
such  packages  which  are  forwarded  to  unlisted  post  offices  from  the  post  office  of 
original  receipt  without  having  received  plant-quarantine  examination.  Pack- 
ages discovered  at  post  offices  where  no  customs  officer  is  located  shall  be  for- 
warded by  the  postmaster  under  his  official  penalty  envelope  addressed  to  the 
collector  of  customs  at  the  most  accessible  post  office  listed  for  appropriate  treat- 
ment as  prescribed  herein.
